The Pennsylvania State High­ 
way 
Department 
awarded 
a 
contract yesterday for the de­ 
signing of a three-mile portion 
in Middletown Township of the 
proposed Delaware Expressway. 


The Blauvelt Engineering Co. 
of 
Philadelphia 
was awarded 
the $376,000 contract and will 
design the section from the vic­ 
inity of Woodbourne Road to 
Trenton Road. The state will 
then take steps to establish the 
right of way if the designs are 
approved by the highway de­ 
partment. 


Costs $7 Million 


The cost for the three-mile 
section, more than $7 million, 
will 
come 
from 
federal 
and 
state funds. 
On the north the section will 
connect with a five-mile portion 
from Woodbourne Road to Scud 
der Falls Bridge being designed 
by a 
New 
York 
engineering 
firm. To the south, it will con­ 
nect with a portion from Trenton 
Road to the bridge over the Ne 
shammy Creek being designed 
by Pickering, Corts & Summer- 
son, a Langhorne firm, which 
is also designing the section 
from Route 413 in Bristol Town 
ship near Delhaas High School 
to the same bridge. The total 
distance of these two portions 
will be 4.85 miles. 


The Delaware Expressway is 
part of Interstate 95. an ex­ 
pressway that will link Maine 
with Florida.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — On 
Oct. 27, 1962. an American U2 
reconnaissance plane was lost 
on a m ission over Cuba, pre­ 
sum ably shot down by a sur­ 
face-to-air m issile fired by a 
Soviet crew.

comments on mundane, daily 
happenings. Monday night she 
took part in a four-way conver­ 
sation 
about 
wandering 
hus­ 
bands, and she m ade a racy 
discussion 
thoroughly 
delight­ 
ful. Among other things, she 
called for a return ta crime of 
passion, where at least we will 
kill people we know rather than 
.strangers. Her hair is long and 
black, her instincts are brilliant 
and I repeat that she is won­ 
derful, wonderful, wonderful. 
The only thing that could top 
Miss Curro would be to hear 
Richard Burton pronounce “in- 
fintely,” 
which 
was 
not 
on 
Crane’s schedule. But the host 
did have a fascinating interview 
with Mrs. Madalyn Murray, the 
well-known atheist, in Hawaii; 
a visit with children in Lon­ 
don’s pet market, and a pretty 
fair studio talk with comedian 
Terry-Thomas. If the over-ali 
harmony was not quite as per 
feet as a blend of Coleman 


Hawkins and Django Reinhardt, 
it will still more than do for a 
start.
